without pay pending the in- 
vestigation. 


Hensley to Help Out. 


Hensley, after briefing Con- 
nor on jail routine this morning, 
offered to remain at the institu- 
On in an advisory capacity. Con- 
nor said he would appreciate it 
if Hensley would stay for a 
while and help out, and Hensley 
agreed to do so. 


Connor’s first official act was 
to issue instructions, in a mem- 
orandum, that no package, bun- 
dle or lunch would be permitted 
to pass through the main gate 
without being inspected. The 
order applied to all jail em- 
ployes. 

The order actually was-drafted 
by Hensley and approved by 
Connor. Hensley then typed the 
memorandum and it was posted 
at the main gate. ? 

Mrs. Brungard announced the 
action following a meeting with 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. She 
said, in a prepared statement,

DULLES SAYS USS. 
HAS 10 BE VAGUE 
ON CHINA ISLES 


Declares President’s Re- 
sponse to Attack Will 
Depend on Red Inten- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, March 15— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today there is an 
inevitable’ ambiguity about 


United States intentions with re- 
spect to helping the Chinese Na- 
tionalists defend Quemoy and 
Matsu from possible attack by 
the Chinese Communists. 


Whether such a défense, if 
the United States undertook it, 
would be considered a major 
military. effort calljng for the 
use of atomic weapons; Dulles 
said he could not tell in ad- 
vance. 

He told his news conference 
he imagined this country would 
use tactical atomic weapons if 
the United States became en- 
gaged in a major military action 
anywhere in the world. 

Precision Weapons. 

Dulles stressed that by tactical 
weapons he meant small preci- 
sion explosives that could be de- 
livered by artillery or airplane 
on purely military targets. These 
are rapidly becoming “conven- 
tional” weapons, he said, add- 
ing that little nuclear fall-out or 
radiation danger accompanies 
their use. 

Dulles said that.as the use of 
precision nuclear weapons in- 
creases the possibility of mass 
destruction decreases. His theory 
was that if airfields and other 
military targets could be pin- 
pointed and destroyed there 
would bé no need, as seemed 
apparent in the last war, to 
destroy cities. 

Dulles showed he was thor- 
oughly aware of the public con- 
fusion that has accompanied dis- 
cussion of whether the United 
States would assist the National- 
ists in holding Quemoy and 
Matsu, Formosa Strait islands 
that hug the China closet. 

He pointed out again that 
President Eisenhower has been 
authorized to defend Quemoy 
and Matsu if that step is deemed 
by the President to be n 
for the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores, to which the 
United States is committed.

WASHINGTON, March 15, 
(AP)—Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey told the 
Senate Banking Committee to-

‘Can’t Tell Him to-Run.’ 


(When asked later if he meant 
by that statement that the Re- 
publicans could not win without 
Eisenhower in 1956, Nixon said 
to the United Press: 


(“Well, of course, no one can 
tell the President to run. 

(“My statements in that speech 
still stand, namely that the Re- 
publican party should make an 
effort for unity and action, 
thereby creating the situation 
where it can elect its candi- 
date.” 

“Of course, we all hope he 
(President Eisenhower) will 


The President sent a tele- 
gram here praising Nixon for 
“his courage and honesty” 
which “have earned him the 
respect of all who seek a better 
and stronger America.” 

Before returning to Washing- 
ton by plane, Nixon addressed 
the Los Angeles World Affairs 
Council last night on the Ad- 
ministration’s plans for boost- 
ing Latin American trade. 
Nixon, who recently toured 
Central American and the Carib- 
bean area, said those countries 
need more markets, capital, 
technical assistance and better, 
communications. Private capi- 
tal investment could handle 
most of the development, he 
said, but some Government 
loans and lower tariff barriers 
would be needed. 

A consistent economic policy 
is the Administration’s best hope 
for “a bulwark against Commu- 
nist encroachment” in_ this 
Hemisphere, Nixon said in the 
speech televised and broadcast 
to a large portion of the nation. 

“Communism has _ reached 
and passed its high water mark 
in the inter-American area,” he 
said, predicting “more progress 
in Guatemala under Castillo 
Armas in the next two years 
than there was under a Commu- 
ie Government in the last 
en.” 

Economic Stability Needed. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is convinced, Nixon said, 
that political stability in the 
Americas depends to a great ex- 
tent on economic stability. He 
criticized past United States pol- 
icy as marked by “stops and 


starts, by big talk and little ac- 
on.” 


The foreign policy of “peace 
without surrender” outlined last 
week by Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles is designed to 
keep -Asia’s people on our side, 
Nixon said at his earlier talk* at 
a Republican luncheon. 

“Giv up any further terri- 
tory to. Communists in Asia 
would only whet their appetite 
for more,” he declared. “And 
the effect on the Nationalist 
Chinese and our other friends 
in Asia would be catastropltic.” 

Nixon said that incidents in 
Korea and Indochina, plus the 
evacuation of the Tachen is- 
lands, have led to a feeling 
among some Asiatics that the 
Communists may win. He 
stressed the need for developing 
friendship with the Asiatic na- 
tions and building their ability 
to resist aggression. 

The Vice President addressed 
Republicans gathered in five 
dining rooms of the Ambassador 
Hotel. Outside the main dining 
room, observers watched him 
on closed - circuit television

He declared the nation is “on 
sound economic ground, based 
on sound principles.” The cur- 
rent month, he said, may well 
be one of the highest months of 
business activity the nation has 
ever had. 

“There is no reason,” he said, 
“why we should not go forward 
unless confidence is badly in- 
jured or destroyed.” 


“Confidence,” Humphrey said, 
“is a subtle thing. It manifests 
itself in many ways. A crowd 
leaving a theater at the close of 
a play will walk out in orderly 
fashion in short order. But if as 
the curtain goes down someone 
calls ‘Fire,’ terror can reign and 
great injury result.” 

Humphrey made no direct 
reference in a prepared state- 
ment to the eight-day-old multi- 
billion-dollar break in stock 
prices but Capehart said the 
current inquiry had a tendency 
to cause price breaks by fright- 
ening small investors into a 
false belief a crash might be 
imminent. 


Definite Responsibility. 


Fulbright told Humphrey and 
Capehart, who is the commit- 
tee’s ranking Republican mem- 
Congress had a. definite 
responsibility to see that the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission and the Federal Reserve 
Board perform the duties as- 
signed to them by law. SEC 
polices markets to guard against 
such things as manipulation of 
stocks while the FRB controls 
stock market credit.

WASHINGTON, March 15 
(UP)—The Air Force unveiled 
today a whole family of new 
guided missiles that it is de- 
veloping. They include a rocket 


the Air Force said can “destroy 
any enemy bomber in the 
world” and an ocean-spanning 
missile that will be “incredibly” 
hard to defend against. 

First official details on the 
new air weapons were an- 
nounced by the Air Force here 
and by Assistant Air Secretary 
Trevor Gardner in a speech in 
Dayton, O 

Gardner said that the Air 
Force has three intercontinental 
missiles “under accelerated de- 
velopment” for the Strategic 
Air Command, They are the 
Navaho, Snark and Atlas. 

The Atlas, he said, is a ballis- 
tic missile fired like an artillery 
shell and propelled by rocket 
motors that develop “millions of 
horsepower within seconds.” At- 
las avels several thousand 
miles per hour and will “present 
the enemy with an incredibly— 
and almost hopelessly—difficult 
defensive job.” . 

Gardner also drew the cur- 


‘tain on another coming guided 


missile-——-the Rascal — designed 
to be carried by bombers and. to 
carry nuclear warheads against 
enemy targets many miles from 
the launching plane. 

The guided rocket disclosed 
by the Air Force in Washington 
is the Falcon. It soon will be 
carried in large numbers by all- 
weather interceptor planes to 
knock down invaders high over 
the Arctic and at other vast dis- 
tances from American targets. 

The Air Force described the 
Falcon as the smallest guilded 
missile in production. Among 
missiles to be fired from one 
airplane against another, it is 
the only one “with a brain of 
its own’ to seek out its target. 

Gardner said the Falcon has 
been “conclusively proven” and 
has an explosive warhead that

SENATE REJECTS TAX CUT

WASHINGTON, March 15 
(UP)—The Senate today defeat- 
ed two proposals to cut income 
taxes next year. 

The first and biggest test 
came on a compromise plan 
sponsored by Senate Democratic 
leaders to provide $20-and-$10 
tax cuts for low bracket tax- 
payers, coupled with offsetting 
tax increases on business and 


stockholders. That proposal was 
rejected, 50 to 44. 

Then the Senate rejected by 
a much larger margin—61 to 32

Rejection of the compromise 
cleared the way for votes on 
other preposed amendments 
and then passage, perhaps late 
today, of the tax Dill. 

The bill carries Administra- 
tion-backed provisions to ex- 
tend corporate and excise tax 
rates which would drop auto- 
matically on April 1 under pres- 
ent law. 

The compromise called for an 
income tax cut, beginning next 
Jan. 1, of $20 a year for each 
taxpayer and $10 for each de- 
pendent, except his wife. 

However, it would go only to 
taxpayers who failed to get 
greater advantage from the in- 
come-tax splitting tax benefits 
in existing law. For married 
taxpayers, this condition meant 
that the cut would apply mostly 
to those with incomes below 
$5000 a year. 


Tax Boost Plan. 


To make up for the tax rev- 
enue loss—about $908,000,000 in 
a full year — the Democratic 
plan called for increased taxes 
on business and stockholders. 
Specifically, it provided for re- 
peal of 1954. tax concessions 
carrying a more liberal depreci- 
ation formula for business men 
and farmers and reducing levies 
on dividend income. This was 
defeated along with the income 
tax cut. 

The Senate vote still left the 
Administration another round or 
two to win. 

Once the Senate passes the 
bill, it must go back to the 
House, which can accept the 
Senate version or send it to a 
joint conference committee for 
adjustment of differences. 

The House originally approved 
a more liberal tax cut of $20 for 
each taxpayer and dependent. 
The Senate compromise was 
drafted when it became apparent 
that there was no chance that 
the Senate would take the House 
version.

(AP)—Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles said yesterday he 
did not believe the Administra- 
tion’s reciprocal trade program 
could be operated without dam- 
age to some American indus- 
tries. Then he added: 

“We do worse things to the 
American people than knocking 
them off a payroll to serve our 
international purposes. 

“We send them to be killed. 
That’s worse than knocking 
them off a payroll.” 

But the Secretary said it was 
his view that the prdposad pro- 
gram would not give the Presi- 
dent the power to keep lower 
tariffs in effect if it could be 
abaanty that they caused serious 
njury to a broad industry such 
as textiles. 

Dulles made the statements 
in response to questioning from 
Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, a member of the Senate 
Finance Committee. The Secre- 
tary appeared before the com- 
mittee in support of a bill ex- 
tending the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act for three years 
and giving the President addi- 
tional tariff cutting powers. The 
bill has been passed by the 
House. 

Questioning of Dulles was in- 
terrupted when the Secretary 
had to go to the White House. 

Dulles said it was of “utmost 
importance” that Congress ex- 
tend the trade act.

STRENUOUS EFFORT is: going on behind the scenes here 
Av try to get agreement on a new and dramatic move in the 
atomic field in anticipation of the barrage of anti-American 
propaganda that will be laid down at the African-Asian confer- 


ence in Indonesia next month. 


Two proposals are being considered at the highest level. 


The 


Objective is to emphasize United States concern over the. effects 
of nuclear weapons and to dramatize the desire to share peacetime 
uses of the atom as widely as possible. : 


Proposal No. 1 is for United 

States initiative to get a United 
Nations commission for a study 
of the effects of- fall-out of 
radioactive material in the after- 
math of explosion of a hydrogen 
weapon. Such a commission 
might also be empowered to ap- 
praise the consequences of radio- 
activity currently in the atmos- 
Phere as the result of the tests 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons 
by the Soviet Union, Britain and 
the United States. 
- Proposal No. 2 is for United 
States leadership outside the U. 
N. in the first steps essential to 
harness the atom for peaceful 
uses in friendly countries of 
Asia. This might take the form 
of a commission of American 
atomic experts who would visit 
Asia for a co-operative survey of 
the potentialities of power re- 
actors in areas where fuels are 
searce and costly and hydro- 
electric power is unavailable. 

It is increasingly evident that 
Red China’s delegates to the 
Indonesian conference will seek 
to propagandize the threat of 
nuclear warfare launched by the 
United States. This has ‘a great 
scare effect among Asian neu- 
tralists and even in supposedly 
friendly countries such as Japan.

The official government news- 
paper Izvestia in Moscow has 
just denounced the atoms-for- 
peace plan that President Eisen- 
hower put before the U.N. in 
December 1953. Izvestia called 
the plan a propaganda screen 
covering a United States effort 
to obtain control of atomic ma- 
terials everywhere in the world. 
This is believed to foreshadow 
the line that will be taken at 
the conference at which Asian 
and African powers will meet 
with no representative of any 
Western power represented. Na- 
tions friendly to the West, such 
as Pakistan, the Philippines and 
Thailand, can be expected to 
speak out against the Commu- 
nist and fellow-traveling effort 
to brand the United States as an 
aggressor and warmonger. 
That effort will be linked, it 
is believed here, to United 
States policy on Formosa and 
the fears of an Asian war. There 


is in fact a growing belief that 
the cqnference in Indonesia will 
be directly tied in to the con- 
flict over Formosa and the off- 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu. 

The Red regime in Peiping 
goes right on repeating its in- 
tention of attacking Formosa 
this year. This may, of course, 
be merely empty bluff, but those 
who take the threat seriously 
see a relationship to the confer- 
ence as follows: 

Red China will not launch an 


attack on a scale that would 


bring American intervention 
prior to the meeting which be- 
gins on April 18. The major 
propaganda line will be dedi- 
cated to convincing Asians and 
Africans that the United States 
means to use nuclear weapons 
at will against the defenseless 
masses in Asian cities. Then 
against the background of this 
propaganda build-up, the Com- 
munists will attack in force and 
thereby presumably bring Amer- 
ican planes and ships into ac- 
tion. 

The use of atomic weapons, 
even though they were tactical 
weapons aimed at specific mili- 
tary formations and military tar- 
gets, would be exploited to the 
fullest. The Chinese Commu- 


nists might even be willing to 
accept a minor military defeat 
in order to gain the kind of

American officials have given 
clear warning that an attack by 
Red China would necessitate 
American use of tactical atomic 
weapons. It takes no crystal 
_ to imagine the reaction in 
ndia to reports out of China, 
exaggerated and inflammatory 
as they would be, following an 
atomic attack. 

There would be repercussions 
in. Europe, too. Fear of the 
hydrogen bomb, related to the 
use of American bases in Britain 
by the Strategic Air Command, 
is an issue in British politics. 
European neutralists have con- 
stantly exploited the same theme. 

These considerations give a 
sense of urgency to proposals 
that will advertise to the world 
America’s desire to share the 
atom for peaceful economic de- 
velopment. Yet the usual foot- 
dragging caution has prevailed 
to a great extent in the endless 
discussions on what steps should 
be taken. It is likely that this 


same caution may in the end| 


nullify all efforts to put United 
States policy in a more generous 
light. And, that would, unhap- 
pily enough, leave the propa- 
ganda field open to America’s 
enemies at the forthcoming 'con- 
ference.

If the War Is Economic 


Since it is at least possible, whether or not 
probable, that the Communist powers intend to 
wage economic war rather than military war for 
control of Asia, a most important question poses 
itself for answer by the United States. 

That question is this: are the policies of this 
country as well calculated to win a struggle be- 
tween economic forces as to win a war fought 
with nuclear weapons? 

This question gains new point now that for- 
mer Gov. Harold E. Stassen has just reported to 
President Eisenhower on returning from a 30,000- 
mile trip through seven Asian countries. At the 
conclusion of their conference, Mr. Stassen said 
that the President will propose “a significant in- 
crease” in economic aid to Asia in a special 
message to Congress. 

It is clear that Mr. Eisenhower appreciates 
the need to keep the countries of Southeast Asia 
free from Communist domination. Declaring that 
the United States must be “deeply concerned 
with the stability of these countries” and so must 
assist them in raising their living standards, the 
President explained that 

underdeveloped countries hold the bulk of 

the world’s population, occupy the largest 

part of its land area, the major 
sources of its key minerals and raw materi- 
als, and contain many of its most valuable 

military bases. * 

Yet it is barely more than three months until 
the Foreign Operations Administration which 
Mr. Stassen directs will go out of business by 
act of the Republican Congress which served 
through the years 1953 and 1954. As Marquis W. 
Childs wrote from the Post-Dispatch’s Washing- 
ton bureau Sunday, although time is running 
out, not even a tentative plan for continuing the 
FOA's work seems as yet to have been developed. 

This will not be easy to whip up in short order. 
Mr. Childs’s figures show that the agency which 
has been responsible for distributing economic 
aid and mechanical know-how has a total of 6731 
employes. Of these 1657 are in Washington and 
the rest—2770 citizens of the United States and 
2304 nationals of other countries—are in FOA of- 
fices overseas. 

As Mr. Childs noted, when Secretary of State 
Dulles made his report to the nation last week, 
on his trip to Bangkok for the SEATO confer- 
ence, he spoke only in the most general terms 
about economic assistance to India, Burma, Indo- 
nesia, Free Indochina, Thailan” and the other 
Southeast Asia countries. This was Mr. Dulles’s 
seemingly necessary concession to the unsettled 
state of affairs with respect to FOA. 

Congress, so we believe, ought to give strong 
consideration to the idea of continuing FOA for 
another two years. If this were decided promptly 
much if not most of the present uncertainty, 
which affects our friends in Southeast Asia 
as well as our own personnel, would be ended. 
FOA could go on doing its work to the best of 
its ability. 

Characteristically the United States continues 
to operate in this field on a start-and-stop-and- 
then-start-up-again basis. This is wasteful of re- 
sources. It also contributes to the belief that the 
United States cannot be relied on to hew to the 
line for very long. 

Suppose there had been no Marshall Plan. 
Suppose the Truman Administration had put all 
its eggs in the basket of military weapons. Would 
the depressed peoples have turned back Com- 
munist advances in Greece, in Turkey, in Italy 
and elsewhere in Europe? 

The answer, it seems to us, is clear. We must 
be prepared to fight and win and if the Com- 
munists elect to choose economic weapons this 
country must be prepared to match them and 
more.

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Russia Relenting on Austria? 

The Russians are talking again about an Aus- 
trian treaty and, as before, nothing may come 
of it. Yet this talk does come closer to making 
sense. For one thing, Moscow now suggests that 
it is ready to sign an Austrian treaty without 
waiting for a German settlement. This is a re- 
versal of the major point on which all previous 
discussions foundered. 

The Red Army would be withdrawn, it is sug- 
gested, in return for only two promises: that 
Austria and Germany will not unite, and that 
no foreign ‘i.e. American) military establish- 
ments will be permitted on Austrian soil. Rus- 
sian policy has moderated indeed if these are its 
only conditions. Both are only pledges on whose 
value the U.S.S.R, would have to gamble. 

No doubt Molotov’s long-range objectives re- 
main unchanged, but for once he seems to be 
trying not a threat against weakness, but an ap- 
peal for good will. Is he now convinced that his 
campaign against German rearmament is lost, 
and is he trying to hedge by keeping Austria 
out of the scope of WEU while at the same 
time winning friends on Germany's southern 
boundary? 

That the Russians may now see some ad- 
vantage in an Austrian treaty does not necessari- 
ly make such a pact less desirable to Vienna and 
the Western allies. Indeed the State Department 
has already expressed interest. This Russian sug- 
gestion could be the first veiled confession of a 
stalemate in the Cold War and atomic power 
poljtics. It could be a first step to the “normal- 
izing” of Europe. 

The Allies certainly have long felt that an 
Austrian treaty would be that step. 
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Dangerous Tactic in Tennessee 
One of the means proposed by the State of 
Tennessee, with Gov. Clement’s support, to block 
the proposed Dixon-Yates power contract, is 
fraught with worse trouble than it could possibly 
avert. That is a law which would forbid entry 
into the state of electric power produced outside 
its borders, except with the express consent of 
the state regulatory commission. . 
If Tennessee adopted such a narrowly provin- 
cial barrier, other states would be likely to fol- 
low suit, either in retaliation or imitation. The 
result could only be to balkanize the nation’s 
power systems, lowering their efficiency and in- 


creasing their cost. Exactly the opposite,the 
grid system of interconnected producers, is what 
is wanted, and the country has been moving 
steadily toward it in recent years. Let's not 
turn back the clock because we do not like the 
reading of the present time. 


Uncle Sam’s Paper Mountain 

Without question there is too much paper work 
in the Federal Government, as the new Hoover 
Commission on Organization of the Executive 
Branch asserts. This mountain of paper costs 
$4,000,000,000 a year, including 4,000,000 letters 
written every working day, and too much of it 
is kept on permanent record six times the per- 
centage kept in private industry, the commission 
reports. What is to be done about it? 


Clearer, briefer and more pointed writing 
would help, as the commission observes, but it 
is only one of many needed correctives. One of 
the most promising means of imprevement would 
be to decentralize responsibilities to the field so 
that distant offices would not have to engage in 
prolonged exchange of paper work with Wash- 
ington before making everyday decisions. ‘ 

The present Hoover commission's. predecessor 
commission of the same name, set up by the 
Truman Administration, recommended “decen- 
tralizing to the operating agencies’ and depart- 
ments a larger share of routine administrative 
services but under strict supervision in con- 
formity with high standards.” There was even 
then a trend in that direction, as exemplified by 
regional offices of the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, the Forest Service and others exercising a 
reasonable amount of discretion within the lim- 
its of the statutes and the rules of their central 
administrative offices. TVA was a shining ex- 
ample of decentralization. 

In the last two years, unfortunately, the trend 
has been reversed. The regional offices of the 
Soil Conservation Service, for «xample, were 
abolished. The proposed Dixon-Yates power con- 
tract and the philosophy it represents would 
make TVA less able to function independently, 
creating more and more exchange of paper work 
with Washington. 


If the vigor and purposefulness of government 
are to be kept at a high level, decentralization 
is going to have to be one of the major means 
of it. And it will have to be deeentralization in 
deed as well as in word, made te function by 
field officials who, while responsible to Con- 
gress and the President, can get work done with- 
out having to correspond with Washington every 
time they turn around. 
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An Honor and a Portent 

The bestowal of the B’nai B'rith Award for 
1954 on Philip J. Hickey is a well-deserved trib- 
ute to the promptness and calm with which ra- 
cial integration has been carried forward in the 
St. Louis public schools. 

Through this honor to the Superintendent of 
Instruction, B’nai B'rith indirectly honors also 
the hundreds of members of the administrative 
and teaching staffs who contributed in the most 
practical and immediate way to a successful per- 
formance. 

The task which has been begun is not yet fin- 
ished, but the auspicious start for which Mr. 
Hickey has just been honored is good indication 
that, given the same purposefulness and skill, 
the completed Americanization of St. Louis pub- 
lic schools lies within reach. 
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New Offer in TV Football 


The National Collegiate Athletic Association is 
giving ground in its attempt to hold down tele- 
vision broadcasts of football games. Instead of a 
13-game national program, it now offers to sanc- 
tion eight national and five regional shows. Sell- 
out games also may televised. And small colleges 
are exempt from all regulations. Watch the rush 
to turn cameras on Cedarville and the Kutztown 
Teachers. i 

Following the Big Ten, such other NCAA reb- 
els as the Pacific Coast Conference, Notre Dame, 
‘and Pennsylvania may accept this compromise 
for the time being. But some athletic directors 
already have shown they want to put every game 
on the air—just as they want to sell every seat 
in the stadium. Why should they be more con- 
cerned about drawing spectators from small col- 
leges than about luring away prospective stars? 

This side of the sport is a business proposition. 
The real difficulty is the scarcity of TV channels. 
That problem can be met to some extent by re- 
gional arrangements. But there may be some 
sharp in-fighting in an area that has too many 
“big” teams. As for the NCAA, did anybody ask 
the association how big a stadium might be? 

The big bowls also cut in on the little school's 
Saturday afternoon crowd. But who started this 
idea that the spectators must be portioned out 
to make everybody happy? Doesn't everybody 
try to draw as many customers as possible? Is 
competition to be confined to the gridiron? 

There would be little trouble if football had 
not been promoted into such an expensive busi- 
ness. Maybe Ivy League de-emphasis will spread. 
The complaining small colleges may realize that 
their football budgets are so heavy largely be- 
cause they are trying to carry on in big-time 
style.

The Senate is moving along in the matter of 
confirming presidential appointments that have 
hung fire since the Republican Congress. With 
John von Neumann's nomination approved, the 
Atomic Energy Commission is back to full 
strength. Confirmation of George C. McCon- 
naughey establishes in his seat the chairman of 
the Federal Communications Commission who 
has been serving under a recess appointment 
since early October. 

The country can only hope that both these ap- 
pointments prove to be in the best interests of 
rank-and-file citizens. Mr. von Neumann took a 
very sensible view of the Oppenheimer case; it 
is to be hoped that he will do as well in things 
like the Dixon-Yates contract. As for Mr. Mc- 
Connaughey, he is a former Ohio telephone com- 
pany lawyer who will now be responsible for 
regulating the interstate telephone business. It 
is a great deal to ask him to forget his friends 
and clients as chairman of the FCC. 

Judge Harlan has not yet been confirmed for 
the Supreme Court, but Democratic Senate Lead- 
er Johnson of Texas says he will call up the 
judicial nomination as soon as the tax bill fight 
is concluded. Since this is as early as it could 
come following committee approval last week, 
ho grass is growing under Senator Johnson's 
feet. As we have said repeatedly, the Supreme 
Court needs its ninth and deciding vote to func- 
tion as it should. Good for Lyndon Johnson for 
speeding Senate action on John Marshall Harlan!

What of the Formosans?

St. Louis attorney who served as Navy officer on Formosa relates 
history of island's people and efforts to win freedom; Formosans 
have fought Chinese, Japanese and Dutch, won independence 
several times; now they chafe under hard Nationalist rule.

For the past: five years, we have heard 
a great deal about Formosa but very 
little about the Formosapns. 

Yet if we are to talk about the “vital 
stake of the free world in a free For- 
mosa,” as President Eisenhower did in 
his message to Congress, we have the 
right to ask that the wishes of the 
Formosans themselves be considered. 


Historically, the Formosans are no 
more Chinese than the Mexicans are 
Spanish. The original settlers who 
came to Formosa some 2000 years ago 
were of proto-Malaya stock. 

The first recorded Chinese incursion 
against the Formosan aborigines was in 


A.D. 605, over 1000 years before James- 
town was settled. The Taiwanese in 
turn raided the Fukien coast of China. 


Counting that the Formosans would 
become his allies, the Japanese gov- 
ernor of Nagasaki, Toan Murayama, at- 
tempted the conquest of Formosa in 
1615. He did not have much difficulty 
in ousting the Chinese, but he complete- 
ly misjudged the temper of the For- 
mosans. He was beaten. 


It was the Portuguese in the sixteenth 
century who became the first Europeans 
to sight the island. They christened it 
Iiha Formosa, “beautiful island.” The 
Spanish came to Formosa in 1626. 


The Dutch who came there were pri- 
marily traders and exploiters, backed 
by soldiers, and they organized the For- 
mosans with whom they came into con- 
tact. They also taught some of them to 
speak Dutch, and added some Dutch 
blood into the Formosan bloodstream. 
In. 1642 the Dutch drove the. S 
out. But the Dutch, who had been per- 
mitted to retain their trading stations 
in Japan, never organized their Formo- 
san holdings on a centralized basis. 

There arose a remarkable Formosan 
hero named Koxinga. Koxinga in- 
herited from his rich father a fleet 
of. some 3000 junks. His father had 
served the Portuguese at Macao and 
from him Koxinga learned the art of 
European warfare. In 1651, he took 
the Pescadores from the Chinese. There 
he gathered a sea force of some 25,000. 
He trained it for 11 years and then, in 
1661, descended on the Dutch forts at 
Tainan and Anping. After nine months 
of fighting the Dutch capitulated. 


Under the Manchu Yoke 


The kingdom of Koxinga was formed 
and the first independent government 
of Formosa came into being in 1662. 
Koxinga soon died, but for the first 
time in history, an Asian war lord had 
wrested an Asian territory from a 
strong European power and had set up 
an independent government in its stead. 


That is the heritage of freedom the | 


Formosans cling to. 
In 1683, the Manchus through bribery 


and guile enticed Koxinga’s 12-year-old — 
grandson, who had succeeded to the 
ormosan 


throne on the death of his 
father, to Peking. There he was forced 
to give up his throne. 

Twice the Formosans threw off the 
Manchu yoke, once in 1722 and again, 
for three years starting in 1786, during 
the period known as the Great Rebel- 
lion, After that there were many un- 

ul rebellions—the last in 1884. 

There was one other period in their 


history besides Koxinga’s when For- 
mosa was free: That was for a dra- 


matic five-month period in 1895, as the | 


blic of Formosa. 
for five months that “Butter- 


“fly Republic” was the de facto govern- 


ment of Formosa, reported as such in 
the log of the old U.S.S. Concord, ly- 
ing off Tansui at the time. Postage 
stamps of the republic are coilectors’ 
items, and its flag is a museum piece. 

The Formosan Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, on May 23, 1895, came about 
as the result of the Treaty of Shimon- 
seki, which had ended the Sino-Japanese 
War. In it China relinquished all claim 
of sovereignty over Formosa and un- 
dertook to cede the island to Japan. 
But to conquer Formosa, the Japanese 
had to fight the Formosans, not the 
Chinese. And when China “ceded” 
Formosa to Japan, China gave up what 
did not belorz to China. 

Then followed fifty years of Japanese 
rule. The Formosans were suppressed, 
but they were pushed together—by, 
among other things, being made to learn 
Japanese. 

The Japanese occupation brought 
relative prosperity to the Formosans. 
Nevertheless, the Formosans wanted 
freedom, and the Japanese knew it. 

When, following the “China Incident,” 
the first Chinese bomber came over the 
Formosan capital on February 18, 1938, 
the Japanese alerted their anti-aircraft 
guns and trained the guns not at the 
sky but on the Formosan population 
in the streets. 


In Wake of Japan’s Surrender 


When Japan surrendered in 1945 the 
Formosans thought they would at last 
get the self-government they wanted. 
They welcomed the Chinese, but their 
hopes were soon dashed. 

In the fall of 1945, Chiang Kai-shek 
sent a general, Chen Yi, to occupy For- 
mosa. Chen Yi and his entourage took 
over the entire economy, and within a 
year it wént to pieces. Unemployment 
was rampant; most middleclass For- 
mosans were reduced to bankruptcy. 

The Formosans grew more and more 
rebellious. In early 1947, riots broke 
out. A small committee of leading 
Formosans then appealed directly to 
Chiang Kai-shek and drew up a list of 
demands. They got their answer the 
night they presented their proposals 
for reform. Nationalist troops swarmed 
into Taipei and machine-gunned the 
crowds there. In this massacre of March 
1947, 10,000 Formosans were killed. 


In 1949 the Nationalist Government 
in China fled to Formosa, and 2,500,000 
Chinese Nationalists, military and civil- 


fan, have been added since the Second 
World War to a Formosan population 
that by now numbers nearly 8,000,000. 

Now the island of Formosa and the 
life of the people—indigenous or immi- 
grant—have become the stake in a 
colossal battle of principle. 

Should the princi of Race prevail 
and the Formosans united to the 
Chinese mainlanders under Mao, or 
should Strategy have the last word, and 
in that case whose strategic interests?

If proof were needed that flying 
saucers appear and appeal to other than 
Americans, this book by British authors 
certainly provide it.

Mr. Cramp analyzes some 
of the more plausible saucer-sightings 
and suggests a means of propulsion that 
could accomplish the terrific velocities 
and turns without flattening out the 
occupant. In essence he shows how, .if 
gravity could be controlled, a vehicle 
could move at high speed, turn sharply 
or stop and yet within the controlled 
field no evidence of acceleration would 
be felt. 

Certainly we know of no way to ¢on- 
trol hei but even the most ¢on- 
servative scientist would bably at- 
tribute this to our lack B veces Aaa 
rather than an inherent impossibility. 
Every other type of field of which we 
know has proved amenable to change 
or modulation, and there is at least no 
theoretical reason why gravity should 
not be analogous. Mr. Cramp does over- 
look the effects of inertia which would 
prevail even in the absence of a gravi- 
tational field, and he does not indicate 
the tremendous amount of power that 
would be needed to propel an object in 
the fashion that flying saucers have 
been reported to move. e 

Even atomic power as we know It 
might be hard put to provide the ener- 
Sy. But if one can accept the idea of 
being able to contro! gravity, it should 
not be too difficult to imagine that 
there are more efficient ways of obtain- 
ing energy than we yet know of. 

‘Unfortunately, Mr. Cramp does not 
stop while he is ahead and proceeds to 
pad the book with such metaphysical 
matters as occult levitation and some 
highly personal theories of physical 
laws that are little more than double- 
talk. There is no objection to writing 
about levitation, but until just one dem- 
onstration is put on before a reliable, 
trained observer under controlled con- 
ditions, levitation should certainly not 
be used as a basis for any logical 
theories.

Former Secretary of the 
Treasury John W. Snyder ap- 
peared again today before the 
federal grand jury investigating 
tax scandals in the Truman Ad- 
ministration. 

Snyder, a former St. Louisan 
now serving as executive vice 
president of a Toledo (O.) firm, 
was the only witness before the 
jury yesterday.

According to the public press, the national chairmen of the unions claim that the strike has 


been called because the Louisville and Nashville Railroad has not accepted the settlement made by 
other railroads covering the national officers' proposals of May 22, 1953, and as recommended by 
the Emergency Board appointed by President Eisenhowever (hereinafter called the Board). 


HERE ARE THE FACTS:

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HE BOARD recommended that all employees 

with 15 years’ service or more be allowed not 
less than 3 weeks’ vacation instead of 2 weeks, 
with full pay. That recommendation is now in 
effect and has been accepted by the employees 
on the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, as well 
as other railroads. 


The Board recommended that employees be 
given seven holidays in each year with full pay, 
and if an employee is required to work on a holi- 
day, the pay will be 2!4 times the regular rate. 
The recommendation is now in effect and has 
been accepted by the employees ‘on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, as well as other rail- 
roads. 


The national officers’ proposal for the rail- 
roads to pay the cost of health and welfare insur- 
ance covering members of employees’ families 
was not recommended by the Board because it 
was impractical and not justified. That conclusion 
was accepted by the national officers of the 
unions so far as concerns all railroads. 


; The national officers proposal for employees 
-to be given more free passes for themselves and 


oe! 


their families, not only on the employees’ home 
road but on other railroads as well, was not rec- 
ommended by the Board because it was imprac- 
tical and not justified. That conclusion was ac- 
cepted by the national officers of the unions so 
far as concerns all railroads, The Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad has outstanding approximate- 
ly 30,000 annual passes, giving free transportation 
to its employees and dependent members of their 
families, which passes may be used any time dur- 
ing the year on the L&N. 


The Board recommended that a health and 
welfare plan be made available to employees, the 
cost to be divided equally between the employees 
and the railroad. 


An agreement was reached by the national 
officers and a number of railroads (not including 
the L&N) to deduct $3.40 from the monthly pay 
checks of every non-operating employee, regard- 
less of whether the employee wanted the insur- 
ance. A similar amount ($3.40) would be con- 
tributed by the railroad, or a total of $6.80 per 
month for each employee paid into a national 
fund, A portion, $5.95, is to be paid to an insur- 
ance company for employee benefits; the differ-

the purpose of which is vague. The validity of 
that agreement has been challenged by the em- 
ployees of a number of railroads in both Federal 
and State courts in various states. 


The Louisville and Nashville Railroad has 
contracted with the New York Life Insurance 
Company for “health and welfare” insurance for 
its employees that covers all of the benefits 
offered by the national policy at a cost of $5.25 
per month for each employee who wants the in- 
surance and so states in writing, at a cost to the 
employee of $1.85 per month. The difference, or 
$3.40 per month, is paid by the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. Thus, the employee receives 
the full benefit equal to that of the national pol- 
icy at less cost to himself. The cost to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad is the same as it 
would be under the national policy. 


The main difference between the two plans 
(aside from the lower cost to the employee) is

Is Excellent - 


For Baking 


By Edith M. Barber 


OR LENT, fish will be in 

.the menu limelight. We may 

choose whole or filleted fish 
for one dinner and turn to 
‘ghellfish of some type for 
' another. 


Although it is more difficult 
to prepare, since it takes longer, 
it is worth while to select a 
good-sized whole fish for stuff- 
ing and baking. You may be 
able to persuade the dealer to 
remove the backbone, although 
I generally allow this to remain, 
as it gives the fish better form. 


If the backbone and the small 
bones have not been removed, 
each person must be careful to 
do this individually when the 
fish is being consumed. Nothing 
is more annoying nor more diffi- 
cult to remove than a tiny bone 
caught in the throat. 


Stuffing for baked fish de- 
mands plenty of butter with the 
soft crumbs. I like to add 
chopped parsley generously, and 
sometinies I use a very little 


minced onion. Lemon juice is an 


essential ingredient. The same 
recipe may be used to place 
between two fish fillets, which 
should then be tied together 
before baking. 


I like to use a hot oven for 
baking fish, which may. need to 
be basted with extra butter or 
salad oil during the 30 or 40 
minutes that it will need. It 
will be done when the fish 
flakes after testing with fork. 


Baked Stuffed Fish. 


One (4 to 5 pound) fish, one 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
melted butter or salad oil. 

Have fish cleaned and boned, 
if desired. Rub cavity with salt. 
Fill with stuffing and sew edges 
together with heavy thread. 
Place on greased oven-proof 
platter or baking pan and brush 
with melted butter or salad oil.
